of  The  Borough  of  Stourbridge. 

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1961  . 

As  was  expected  there  was  a  high  incidence  of  measles  during 
the  year,  988  cases  being  notified. 

There  was  one  case  of  Poliomyelitis  recorded,  a  baby  of 
fifteen  months  who  made  a  good  recovery.  Again  we  were  free  from  diphtheria. 

The  level  of  immunisation  against  diphtheria  was  satisfactorily  maintained. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  continue  this  satisfactory  immunisation  rate  to  ensure 
that  children  remain  free  from  this  dread  disease. 

This  year  there  was  an  increase  in  deaths  compared  with  i960 
which  showed  a  lower  incidence  than  usual,  there  being  1+88  deaths  as  against 
37 4«  Bronchitis  accounted  for  15  of  this  increase,  coronary  disease  shows 
an  increase  of  20  and  vascular  lesions  of  nervous  origin  23 • 

I  suppose  our  rather  damp  climate  may  predispose  us  to  bronchitis 
but  the  main  factor  is  the  quality  of  the  air  we  breathe,  and  until  we  really  do 
someth  "'ng  about  it  we  will  have  to  put  up  with  the  consequences.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  real  progress  will  be  made  and  that  domestic  smoke  wall  soon  be  a 
thing  of  the  past. 

Cancer  of  the  lung,  as  of  course  can  only  be  expected,  continues 
to  take  its  toll,  24  deaths.  Everything  should  be  done  to  discourage  young 
people,  and  children  especially,  from  smoking  cigarettes. 

Infant  mortality  rate  is  continuing  to  improve,  there  were  12 
deaths  under  1  year,  and  8  of  these  occurred  in  the  first  month.  The  figure 
of  12  deaths  gives  a  rate  of  16.2,  compared  to  21.6  for  England  and  Wales. 

Our  rate  last  year  was  22.4* 

A  noteworthy  event  in  the  year  was  the  granting  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  of  the  Borough  Council' s  application  to  become  a  Pood  and  Drugs 
Authority  under  the  provision  of  Section  83  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955* 

The  preliminary  report  on  the  1 961  Census  taken  on  the  2  3rd 
April  shows  an  increase  of  population  in  the  Borough  of  1 7 • 9  per  cent  compared 
to  the  1931  Census  when  the  population  was  57,21+0. 

In  this  my  last  Annual  Report,  I  would  like  to  express  my 
gratitude  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  Councillor  C.J.  Aston, 
my  past  Chairmen,  and  the  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their 
help  and  consideration,  and  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  help 
and  advice  I  have  received  from  our  Town  Clerk,  Mr.  Drupy,  and  his  deputy 
Mr.  Dixon-Brown  and  the  other  Chief  Officers. 

I  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  my  colleagues  and  friends  in  the 
Public  Health  Department  all  of  whom  have  been  a  great  help  to  me,  five  of 
whom  I  have  known  for  many  years,  and  two  of  whom,  Mr.  Kent  and  Mr.  Powell 
have  been  especially  helpful  to  me.  Lastly,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  my 
medical  colleagues  in  hospitals,  engaged  in  general  practice,  and  members 
of  the  Public  Health  Service  including  of  course  my  deputy  Dr.  Hingston, 
for  their  unfailing  co-operation  at  all  times.

Laboratory  Facilities 

^  __  _  examination  of  clinical  material  (sputum,  swabs  & c.)  is  carried  out  by 

the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Royal  Infirmary,  Worcester.  This  applies 
fil3°  +j0  consumer  samples  of  milk,  water  and  ice-cream.  Producer  samples  of  milk 
abater  are  examined  bacteriologically  by  the  County  Laboratory,  Worcester,  in 
addition  to  all  chemical  samples  of  food,  drugs  and  water. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

There  are  six  Infant  Welfare  Centres  in  the  Borough  as  follows: - 
40,  New  Road,  Stourbridge;  St.  Michael’s  Church  Hall,  Westwood  Avenue,  Norton; 
Assembly  Rooms,  Meriden  Avenue,  Wollaston;  Parish  Rooms,  Hagley  Road,  Pedmore; 
Community  Centre,  Wassell  Road,  Wollescote;  and  Orchard  Lane,  Lye* 

Prevention  of  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough 

Diphtheria/Whooping  Cough  sessions  were  held  monthly  during  the  year  at 
the  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  as  under:- 

Stourbridge  (New  Road)  ..  Third  Friday  in  the  month  (10  a.m.  -  12  noon) 

Lye  (Orchard  Lane)  ..  Third  Thursday  in  the  month  (2  p.m.  -  4  p.m.) 

Wollescote  (Wassell  Road)..  First  Thursday  in  the  month  (2  p.m.  -  4  p.m.)

The  Department  undertakes,  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council,  the

As  from  1st  June,  1 961  issues  of  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Tablets  which  formerly 
were  free  against  coupons  became  chargeable  at  1/-  per  bottle  and  6d.  per  packet 
respectively.  The  former  charge  of  5&.  per  bottle  for  Orange  Juice  was  increased 
to  l/6d.  per  bottle.  The  price  per  tin  of  National  Dried  Milk  remained  unaltered 
2/4d. 

SECTION  C 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  Supplies 

The  water  supply  to  the  area  of  Stourbridge  is  controlled  by  the 
Stourbridge  and  District  Water  Board.  The  Board  was  constituted  by  Act  of 
Parliament  in  19^9,  and  is  now  composed  of  14  members  nominated  by  the  Borough 
of  Stourbridge,  the  Urban  Districts  of  Amblecote  and  Brierley  Hill,  and  the  Rural 
District  of  Bromsgrove.  It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  on  the  1st  April,  1 957 
a  piped  water  supply  had  been  in  operation  for  100  years  in  the  Stourbridge  District 
Previously  to  the  Act  of  1909*  the  functions  of  the  Water  Undertaking  were 
administered  by  the  Stourbridge  Waterworks  Company  which  was  incorporated  by 
an  Act  of  Parliament  in  I854. 

There  are  three  pumping  stations,  two  of  which  are  situated  in  the 
Urban  District  of  Amblecote,  and  the  third  in  Brierley  Hill.  At  each  of  the 
pumping  stations  there  are  two  boreholes.  These  are  tube-protected  for  part 
of  their  full  depth  and  generally  penetrate  into  the  upper  Bunter  Sandstone. 

The  whole  of  the  supply  is  pumped  into  two  well-defined  areas  of  supply,  the 
high  level  and  the  low  level. 

The  high  level  area  which  includes  the  recent  housing  developments  in 
the  Pedmore  Area  has  a  consumption  of  more  than  half-a-million  gallons  per  day, 
and  is  supplied  normally  from  the  Coalboumbrook  Station.  Standby  plant  is 
available  at  the  Mill  Meadow  Station.  Both  of  these  stations  are  situated  in 
Amblecote  and  pump  v/ater  to  a  balance  tank  covering  the  area  sited  at  Wychbury 
Hill  in  the  Rural  District  of  Bromsgrove. 

It  is  in  the  low  level  area  of  supply  that  the  major  part  of  the  Borough 
is  situated,  and  the  consumption  of  this  area  is  more  than  two  million  gallons  per 
day.  The  major  part  of  this  supply  is  provided  from  the  Tack  Lane  Pumping  Station 
in  Wordsley,  Brierley  Hill,  and  the  station  is  equipped  with  duplicate  pumping 
capable  of  meeting  the  normal  demand  of  the  low  level  area.  Further  standby 
equipment  capable  of  augmenting  this  plant  is  sited  at  the  Coalboumbrook  and 
Mill  Meadow  Stations.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  main  sewers  in  the  Stourbridge  area  are  under  the  control 
of  Stourbridge  Main  Drainage  Board.  The  sewers  in  Lye  and  Voile scote  area 
are  under  the  control  of  the  Upper  Stour  Valley  Main  Sewerage  Board. 

The  sewage  is  conveyed  to  the  Whittington  sewage  farms  belonging 
to  these  Boards  and  is  treated  on  the  Broad  Irrigation  principle.

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over.  Infectious 
and  Other  Diseases 

Poliomyelitis 

There  was  one  case  in  September  which  related  to  a  male  child 
of  15  months  whose  right  arm  was  affected.  He  made  a  good  recovery,  however. 

Scarlet  Fever 

An  increased  incidence  from  33  to  48  cases  was  reported.  The 
disease  was  of  a  mild  type  and  no  death  resulted. 

Twenty-five  of  the  cases  were  admitted  to  Hospital,  due  either 
to  domestic  reasons  or  to  complications. 

Measles 


Notifications  reached  a  figure  of  988  -  a  heavy  incidence  in 
common  with  the  rest  of  the  Country* 

Infection  began  early  in  the  year  and  attained  its  peak  during 
April  to  June.  Fortunately  no  death  occurred.  Mostly  affected  was  the  age 
group  5-9  years. 

Thirteen  of  the  cases  were  admitted  to  Hospital. 

Whooping  Cough 

Only  three  cases  were  reported  compared  with  40  in  the  previous 

year. 


Food  Poisoning 


Five  single  cases  occurred  but  in  each  instance  no  incriminating 
factor  could  be  definitely  connected. 

All  made  a  good  recovery.  There  was  one  hospital  admission. 

The  organisms  isolated  were  S .Typhi-murium  (2  cases), 

S. Heidelberg  (1  )  and  Clostridium  Welchii  (1 ) .  In  the  fifth  case,  the 
causative  factor  was  not  established.

During  the  period  the  Analyst  reported  on  six  samples  which  were 
unsatisfactory  and  action  taken  was  as  follows: - 

Steak  and  kidney  pie 

The  Analyst  reported  a  meat  content  of  only  14  Per  cent  but  a 
follow-up  sample  proved  to  be  genuine. 

Minced  beef  (with  onions  and  gravy) 

The  Analyst  reported  the  label  to  be  unsatisfactory.  The 
Manufacturers  were  written  to  and  agreed  to  alter  the  label. 

Sugar  confectionery 

Two  samples  of  sweets  were  deficient  in  Butter  Fat.  Manufacturers 
written  to  as  a  warning. 

Pork  sausage 

Reported  60  per  cent  meat  as  against  recommended  minimum  of  65  per 
cent.  The  Manufacturers  were  informed  and  further  samples  proved  to  be 
genuine . 

Casserole  steak 

The  Analyst  stated  that  the  label  should  include  the  words  "In 
Gravy. ’’  A  letter  was  sent  to  the  Manufacturers  suggesting  this  addition 
to  the  label. 

In  the  three  months  prior  to  the  Borough  being  designated  a 
Food  and  Drugs  Authority  seven  informal  and  two  formal  samples  were  taken.

COMPLAINTS 

1  .  Bread  roll 

A  complaint  was  received  of  a  small  piece  of  hessian  being  found 
in  a  bread  roll.  The  Manufacturer  stated  that  he  could  not  understand  how 
this  could  have  happened  and  expressed  his  regrets.  In  view  of  the  firm’s 
high  reputation  and  excellent  record  it  was  agreed  that  no  legal 
proceedings  be  instituted. 

2.  Milk  bottle 

A  complaint  of  a  dirty  milk  bottle  was  reported  but  in  view  of  the 
excellent  record  of  the  veiy  large  Dairy  Company  concerned  and  the  time 
elapsing  from  delivery  to  complaint  no  legal  action  was  recommended. 

3.  Bread 

A  sixpenny  piece  was  found  by  a  purchaser  in  a  small  loaf  of 
brown  bread.  No  legal  action  recommended. 

A*  Bread 

Three  pieces  of  sliced  wrapped  bread  on  the  bottom  end  of  a  2  lb. 
loaf  were  found  to  be  mouldy.  In  view  of  a  grave  doubt  as  to  date  of 
delivery  no  legal  action  was  taken. 

5.  Pork  pies 

A  complaint  was  made  of  mould  growth  on  meat  content  of  two  small 
pork  pies.  As  they  were  bought  on  a  Saturday  and  were  not  opened  until  the 
following  Tuesday,  it  was  decided  that  no  action  be  taken.

A  11b.  bag  of  sago  was  found  to  contain  mouse  excreta.  A  2.  lb. 
sack  at  the  shop  was  found  to  be  similarly  affected  and  was  officially 
seized.  Legal  action  was  taken  against  the  retail  firm  who  were  fined  a

7.  Dried  parsley 

A  complaint  received  regarding  a  small  tin  of  dried  parsley  which 
contained  the  larvae  and  webbing  of  one  of  the  Ephistia  group  of  Lepidoptera. 
On  close  examination  the  tin  had  a  very  minute  fault  which  was  no  doubt  the 
means  of  access.  No  legal  action  recommended. 

8.  Cooked  ham 

A  tin  of  cooked  ham  was  found  to  contain  a  portion  of  adhesive- 
type  wound  dressing.  The  ham  was  inanufacturered  at  a  factory  in  Holland 
where  very  strict  hygiene  rules  are  applied  but  no  satisfactory  explanation 
as  to  how  this  dressing  became  packed  in  the  tin  could  be  obtained.  No 
blame  could  be  attached  to  the  importers  or  the  retailers  and  therefore 
no  action  was  taken. 


FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS ,  1 960 

There  were  two  prosecutions  during  the  year  for  the  offence  of 
smoking  in  food  shops. 

In  the  first  case,  the  proprietor  of  a  greengrocery  shop  was 
fined  £.10  plus  six  guineas  Advocate’s  fee  for  smoking  whilst  serving  a 
customer. 


The  second  case  involved  a  cafe  proprietor,  who  was  fined  £7 
plus  Advocate’s  fee  of  six  guineas  for  smoking  in  a  room  in  which  open  food 
was  exposed  for  sale .

Periodic  visits  revealed  no  cause  for  criticism  of  hygiene 
standards  and  a  satisfactory  state  of  cleanliness  was  maintained 
in  all  the  premises.

In  all  the  18  premises  on  the  Register,  a  satisfactory  state  of 
cleanliness  and  hygiene  was  maintained. 

Cooking  of  Poultry  and  ’Hot  Dogs’ 

There  were  two  premises  registered  for  the  cooking  of  poultry  and 
one  for  the  sale  of  'Hot  Dogs' .

MEAT  INSPECTION 


I  have  again  to  report  an  increase  in  the  number  of  animals 
killed  and  inspected  during  the  year,  the  numbers  rising  to  a  total  of 
22,049*  Cattle  increased  by  over  100  and  sheep  increased  by  85O.  The 
slaughtering  was  confined  to  four  private  slaughterhouses.  No  application 
for  renewal  of  a  licence  v/as  received  for  a  fifth  slaughterhouse,  notwithstanding 
its  having  been  brought  up  to  the  required  standard  before  the  Appointed  Day, 

1st  January,  i960. 

Every  carcase  was  inspected  as  to  its  fitness  for  human  consumption 
and  in  the  tables  below  are  set  out  the  number  affected  with  disease  and  also 
the  amounts  of  meat  and  offal  condemned  during  the  year.  It  will  be  seen  since 
the  completion  of  the  tuberculosis  eradication  scheme  that  tuberculosis  in 
cattle  is  practically  non-existent.  One  carcase  was  in  fact  found  with 
generalised  tuberculosis.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
was  informed  accordingly  and  advised  of  the  place  of  the  animal's  origin.  The 
Ministry  was  supplied  with  the  affected  glands  to  enable  them  to  carry  out  the 
necessary  investigations. 

From  the  condemnation  tables  and  the  number  of  livers  condemned  it 
will  be  seen  that  these  figures  indicate  a  very  serious  economic  loss  to  the 
meat  trade  which,  considered  on  a  national  basis,  must  run  into  a  considerable 
figure  but  until  the  causes  are  tackled  at  the  farms  no  positive  improvement 
can  result. 


The  twenty-nine  cases  of  Cysticercus  Bovis  (l . during  the 
twelve  months  showed  a  rise  of  twelve  over  last  year  and  is  again  another 
great  economic  loss  which  could  and  should  be  dealt  with  at  the  farms  where 
cattle  have  access  to  sewage-polluted  water.

The  supplies  were  satisfactory  as  to  quantity.  They  are  not  liable 
to  plumbo  solvency,  but  periodically  are  taken  for  lead  contamination. 


The  approximate  number  of  houses  supplied  from  the  MAIN  direct  to 
houses  in  the  Borough  was  14,282.  Only  three  houses  are  supplied  by  means 
of  standpipes.  Two  of  the  houses  served  are  included  in  the  Councils'  demolition 
programme . 


Swimming  Baths 


The  Corporation  swimming  baths  comprise  one  covered  pool  and  one 
outdoor  pool.  They  are  inter-connected,  so  giving  the  users  a  choice  of  either. 

The  pools  measurements  are:- 

Indoor  Pool  25  yds.  x  10  yds.,  with  a  depth  of  6  ft.  to  3  ft.  6  ins. 

Outdoor  Pool  33w  yds.  x  10  yds.,  with  a  depth  of  10  ft.  to  3  ft.  6  ins. 

both  baths  being  heated  by  Calorifiers. 

The  source  of  supply  is  from  a  private  well,  the  water  being  chlorinated 
in  the  rising  main  to  a  storage  tank,  from  which  the  baths  are  filled.  The  water 
is  filtered  and  again  chlorinated  during  use,  thus  ensuring  double  treatment. 
There  is  a  complete  change-over  of  water  in  the  indoor  pool  every  four  hours, 
and  every  six  hours  in  the  outdoor  pool. 

The  chlorination  plants  are  of  Wallace  and  Tierman  manufacture,  and 
the  filtration  plant  is  by  Paterson. 

Luring  the  year  158  (104  bacteriological  and  54  chemical)  samples  of 
water  from  the  swimming  baths  were  submitted  for  examination,  ail  of  which 
proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

It  is  again  pleasing  to  record  that  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness 
was  in  evidence  at  the  Baths  throughout  the  year. 
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FOOD  PREMISES 


Inspections  of  Food  Premises  revealed  no  particular  shortcomings 
in  the  matter  of  cleanliness,  the  standard  of  which  was  again  satisfactorily 
maintained.  'Where  suggestions  designed  to  improve  conditions  are  made,  traders 
readily  co-operate  and  no  formal  action  was  necessary  during  the  year. 

VERMIN  INFESTATION 

Sixteen  premises  were  effectively  treated  for  cochroaches,  fleas, 
bugs  etc.  In  nine  other  instances  insecticides  were  issued  and  advice  given. 

Seventeen  v/asps*  nests  were  destroyed. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 


There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  registered  in  the  Borough. 

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  19^0 

One  complaint  of  excessive  noise  and  vibration  was  received 
from  a  householder.  The  nuisance  emanated  from  the  working  of  two  Drop 
Hammers  in  an  adjoining  Works. 

On  investigation,  it  was  found  that  the  building  housing  the 
Hammers  was  erected  in  1959  and  that  the  forging  premises  had  only  been  in 
operation  for  a  few  months.  All  the  equipment  was  new  and  had  been  correctly 
installed  with  a  concrete  base  on  rubber. 

It  was  considered  that  the  best  practical  means  had  been  employed 
to  help  prevent  and  counteract  the  effect  of  noise  and  vibration. 

CARAVAN  SITES  (LICENCE  APPLICATIONS)  ORDER,  1 960 

Three  site  licences  for  a  2  -  year  period  were  granted  in  respect 
of  caravans  at:- 


No.  29 j  Eggington  Road,  Wollaston 
Elmfield  School,  Love  Lane,  Stourbridge 
No.  130,  Hagley  Road,  Stourbridge. 

Satisfactory  arrangements  had  been  made  in  each  case  for  the 
disposal  of  house  refuse,  waste  water  and  the  contents  of  chemical  closets. 

A  piped  water  supply  was  obtainable  within  reasonable  distance  in  each  instance. 

SMOKELESS  AREAS 

No  further  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  the  making  of 
Smoke  Control  Orders  by  the  Borough  Council  but  it  was  envisaged  that  the 
Council  would  approve  a  number  of  areas  of  new  development  early  in  1962. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

The  apparatus  for  measuring  atmospheric  pollution  is  still  in 
operation  and  recordings  are  kept. 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  there  were  only  three  complaints 
regarding  any  emission  of  smoke  during  the  whole  of  the  year. 

Two  of  these  were  satisfactorily  dealt  with  and  the  other  was 
still  under  investigation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


OUTWORKERS 


The  names  of  nine  outworkers  were  notified,  six  of  whom 
resided  outside  the  Borough. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISFOSAL 


Puolic  C -Leansing  is  under  the  control  of  the  Borough  Engineer 
and  Surveyor. 


The  means  of  disposal  of  all  refuse  in  the  Borough  is  by 
controlled  tipping,  which  is  carried  out  under  the  general  supervision 
of  this  Department.

The  Members  of  this  Committee  comprise  representatives  from 
the  Borough  Council,  the  County  Medical  Officer's  Department,  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  (represented  by  Chest  Physician),  W.V.S. ,  the  Nursing 
Association,  and  your  Health  Department. 

Grants  of  free  milk  were  made  to  16  patients. 

After-Care  work  is  now  extended  to  cover  chest  complaints 
other  than  Tuberculosis  but  food  allowances  are  still  restricted  to 
Tuberculosis  patients. 

The  Committee’s  Welfare  Fund  is  contributed  to  by  various 
donors,  and  as  Hon.  Secretary  I  would  like  to  express  the  Committee's 
grateful  appreciation  of  this  support  which  helps  considerably  in  the 
provision  of  Christmas  food  parcels  or  fuel  to  patients  in  particular 
need.
